WHEREAS, the Tax Increment Finance Authority of Lansing (the "TIFA’) 
established by the City under the provisions of Act 450, Public Acts of 
Michigan, 1980, as amended (the “TIFA Act’) has previously issued its 
1994 Development and Refunding Bond (Limited Tax General 
Obligation) in the original aggregate principal amount of $25,108,133.20 
(the "1994 Bond’); and 


WHEREAS, pursuant to the provisions of the TIFA Act, the TIFA has 
previously issued its 2009 Refunding Bonds (Limited Tax General 
Obligation) (Federally Taxable) in the original aggregate principal 
amount of $10,410,265.70 (the "2009 Bonds,” and collectively with the 
1994 Bond, the “Prior TIFA Bonds’) for the purpose of refunding the 
1994 Bond; and 


WHEREAS, the TIFA proposes to refund a portion of the 2009 Bonds 
through issuance of Refunding Bonds (Limited Tax General Obligation) 
in one or more series in an original aggregate principal amount not-to- 
exceed $8,500 000 (the “TIFA Refunding Bonds’) in order to reduce the 
TIFA’s annual debt service costs; and 


WHEREAS, the TIFA Act has been amended to permit a TIFA to issue 
a qualified refunding obligation if the TIFA refunds a bond, which is 
refunding bond that is an other protected obligation issued as a capital 
appreciation bond delivered to the Michigan Municipal Bond Authority 
on December 21, 1994, or bonds, such as the 2009 Bonds, issued to 
refund that bond 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED THAT: 


1. _TIFA Refunding Bonds. The City hereby irrevocably pledges 
its full faith_and credit for the payment of the TIFA Refunding Bonds. If 
at any time the Tax Increment Revenues are insufficient to pay the 
principal of and interest on the Bonds as the same become due, the City, 
upon notification by the TIFA, shall as a first budget obligation advance 
from its general funds an amount to pay said principal and interest, or in 
the event of insufficiency of the City’s general funds, levy ad valorem 
taxes on all taxable property within the boundaries of the City in an 
amount to pay said principal and interest, provided that such tax levy 
shall be within applicable constitutional, statutory and charter tax rate 
limitations. 


The City acknowledges that the City’s underwriter of the TIFA 
Refunding Bonds has advised that under current market conditions, the 
refunding will produce net present value savings. 


2. Official Statement and Continuin gDisclosure. The City hereby 
agrees to co-operate with the TIFA in preparation of preliminary and final 


official statements or other marketing circular describing the TIFA 
Refunding Bonds (collectively, the "Refunding Bonds’), and in any 
application for bond ratings and municipal bond insurance. The City 
hereby agrees to enter into a Continuing Disclosure Undertaking 
Agreement in order to enable the underwriters of the Refunding Bonds 
to comply with the requirements of Rule 15c2-12 promulgated by the 
Securities and Exchange Commission 


3. Other Actions. The Mayor and City Clerk, Finance Director, 
Chief Operating Officer and any other officers, administrators, agents 
and attorneys of the TIFA are authorized and directed to execute and 
deliver all other agreements, documents and certificates and to take all 
other actions necessary or convenient to complete the issuance, sale, 
and delivery of the Refunding Bonds in accordance with this Resolution 
The Finance Director or any other officer of the City is hereby authorized 
to request any approvals or waivers from the Michigan Department of 
Treasury in support of requests filed by the TIFA in connection with the 
issuance of the Refunding Bonds

WHEREAS, the City of Lansing (the “City’) has previously issued its 
Limited Tax General Obligation Capital Improvement Bonds, Series 
2009 (Taxable Build America Bonds — Direct Payment) (the “Prior 
Bonds’) for the purpose of paying costs of improvements to the City’s 
sanitary sewer system and transportation system, and related 
streetscape improvements (the “Project’); and 
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WHEREAS, PFM Financial Advisors LLC (the "Municipal Advisor’) has 
advised the City that it may be able to accomplish a net savings of debt 
service costs by current refunding all or a portion of the Prior Bonds; and 


WHEREAS, Act 34, Public Acts of Michigan, 2001, as amended (“Act 
34") permits the City to issue refunding bonds for the purpose of 
refunding part of the funded indebtedness of the City, if the refunding 
would result in net present value savings; and 


WHEREAS, the City Council wishes to authorize the Finance Director 
(the “Finance Director’) to sell and deliver and receive payment for the 
proposed issue of bonds without the necessity of the City Council taking 
further action 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED THAT: 


1. Bond Details. If, upon the advice of the Municipal Advisor, 
refunding all or a portion of the Prior Bonds would accomplish a net 
savings of debt service costs, then Bonds of the City designated as the 
GENERAL OBLIGATION REFUNDING BONDS (LIMITED TAX), 
SERIES 2019 (the "Bonds’) shall be issued in the agaregate principal 
amount of not to exceed Seventeen Million Dollars ($17,000,000), as 
finally determined by the Finance Director at the time of sale of the 
Bonds, for the purpose of refunding all or a portion of the Prior Bonds, 
including payment of legal, financial and other expenses incident 
thereto. 


The Bonds shall mature as serial bonds or term bonds on the dates 
and in the amounts as shall be determined by the Finance Director at 
the time of sale of the Bonds. The Bonds shall bear interest at a rate or 
rates to be determined at the time of sale of the Bonds, but in any event 
not exceeding the interest rate provided in this resolution 


The Bonds shall consist of bonds registered as to principal and 
interest of the denominations of any multiple of $5,000 not exceeding for 
each maturity the maximum principal amount of the Bonds of that 
maturity, and numbered consecutively in order of registration or transfer.

will be sufficient, without reinvestment, to pay the principal of and 
interest on the Prior Bonds being refunded as they become due or upon 
calll for redemption prior to maturity. 


The remaining proceeds of the Bonds shall be used to pay the 
costs of issuance of the Bonds. At the option of the Finance Director, the 
costs of the issuance may be paid from a fund established for that 
purpose in the Escrow Agreement. Any monies remaining after payment 
of costs of issuance and costs of refunding the Prior Bonds shall be 
transferred to the Debt Retirement Fund 


7. Non-Arbitrage Covenant. The City covenants and agrees with 
the Registered Owners of the Bonds that as long as any of the Bonds 
remain outstanding and unpaid as to either principal or interest, the City 
shall not invest, reinvest or accumulate any moneys deemed to be 
proceeds of the Bonds or the Prior Bonds pursuant to the Internal 
Revenue Code in such a manner as to cause the Bonds to be “arbitrage 
bonds’ within the meaning of the Internal Revenue Code. The City 
hereby covenants that, to the extent permitted by law, it will take all 
actions within its control and that it shall not fail to take any action as 
may be necessary to maintain the exclusion of interest on the Bonds 
from gross income for federal income tax purposes, including but not 
limited to, actions relating to the rebate of arbitrage earings, if 
applicable, and the expenditure and investment of bond proceeds and 
moneys deemed to be bond proceeds, all as more fully set forth in the 
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Non-Arbitrage and Tax Compliance Certificate to be delivered by the 
City with the Bonds. 


8. Municipal Advisor. The City requests PFM Financial Advisors 
LLC to continue as Municipal Advisor to the City to assist in preparation 
and planning for the sale of the Bonds 


9. Bond Counsel, The City hereby requests that Miller, Canfield, 
Paddock and Stone, P.L.C. continue to serve as the City’s bond counsel 
notwithstanding representation by Miller, Canfield, in matters unrelated 
to the Bonds, of various underwriting firms and financial institutions 
which are potential purchasers of the Bonds. 


10. Bond Ratings, Bond Insurance, The Finance Director is 
hereby authorized to apply for bond ratings from such municipal bond 


rating agencies as deemed appropriate, in consultation with the 
Municipal Advisor, and, if the Municipal Advisor recommends that the 
City consider purchase of municipal bond insurance, then the Finance 
Director is hereby authorized and directed to negotiate with insurers 
regarding acquisition of municipal bond insurance, and, in consultation 
with the Municipal Advisor, to select an insurer and determine which 
Bonds, if any, shall be insured 


11. Preliminary Official Statement, The Finance Director is 
authorized to approve circulation of a Preliminary Official Statement 


describing the Bonds and to deem such Preliminary Official Statement 
“final” for purposes of compliance with Securities and Exchange 
Commission Rule 15¢2-12 (“Rule 15¢2-12’). 


12. Competitive Sale_of Bonds. Based on the advice of the 
Municipal Advisor, the City intends to sell the Bonds by competitive sale 


The Finance Director is authorized to fix a date for sale of the Bonds in 
consultation with the Municipal Advisor, and to approve publication of a 
Notice of Sale of the Bonds (the “Notice of Sale’) in The Bond Buyer, 
New York, New York, or such other newspaper as may fulfill the 
requirements of Act 34. The Notice of Sale for the Bonds shall be in 
substantially the following form, with such revisions as the Finance 
Director may determine to be in the best interests of the City in 
consultation with the Municipal Advisor and Bond Counsel

ADJUSTMENT OF TOTAL PAR AMOUNT OF BONDS AND 
PRINCIPAL MATURITIES: The aggregate principal amount of this issue 
as shown in this Notice of Sale is believed to be the amount necessary 
to provide adequate funds to refund a prior issue of bonds and to pay 
transactional costs.

PURPOSE AND SECURITY: The Bonds are issued pursuant to Act 34, 
Public Acts of Michigan, 2001, as amended, and a resolution of the City 
Council for the purpose of current refunding bonds previously issued by 
the City. The Bonds will pledge the limited tax full faith and credit of the 
City for payment of the principal and interest thereon, and will be payable 
as a first budget obligation from the general fund of the City, and from 
ad valorem taxes, which may be levied against all taxable property in 
the City, subject to applicable constitutional, statutory, and charter tax 
rate limitations. The rights or remedies of bondholders may be affected 
by bankruptcy, insolvency, fraudulent conveyance or other laws 
affecting creditors’ rights generally, now existing or hereafter enacted, 
and by the application of general principles of equity including those 
relating to equitable subordination 


GOOD FAITH: A good faith deposit in the form of a certified or cashier's 
check drawn upon an incorporated bank or trust company, or wire 
transfer, in the amount of [Samount] payable to the order of the City 
Treasurer, will be required of the successful bidder.

a. The winning bidder, in consultation with the City, may determine to 
treat (i) pursuant to the 10% Test, the first price at which 10% of a 
maturity of the Bonds is sold to the public as the issue price of that 
maturity and/or (ii) the initial offering price to the public as of the 
sale date of any maturity of the Bonds as the issue price of that 
maturity (the “hold-the-offering price rule’), in each case applied on 
a maturity-by-maturity basis. The winning bidder shall advise the 
City if any maturity of the Bonds satisfies the 10% Test as of the 
date and time of the award of the Bonds. The winning bidder shall 
promptly advise the City, at or before the time of award of the 
Bonds, which maturities of the Bonds shall be subject to the 10% 
Test or shall be subject to the hold-the-offering price rule or both 


b. By submitting a bid, the winning bidder shall (i) confirm that the 
underwriters have offered or will offer the Bonds to the public on or 
before the date of the award at the offering price or prices (the 
“initial offering price’), or at the corresponding yield or yields, set 
forth in the bid submitted by the winning bidder, and (ii) if the hold- 
the-offering-price rule applies, agree, on behalf of the underwriters 
participating in the purchase of the Bonds, that the underwriters will 
neither offer nor sell unsold Bonds of any maturity to which the 
hold-the-offering-price rule shall apply to any person at a price that 
is higher than the initial offering price to the public during the period 
starting on the sale date and ending on the earlier of the following 


a. the close of the fifth (Sth) business day after the sale date; or 
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b. the date on which the underwriters have sold at least 10% of 
that maturity of the Bonds to the public at a price that is no 
higher than the initial offering price to the public; 


The winning bidder shall promptly advise the City when the 
underwriters have sold 10% of that maturity of the Bonds to the 
public at a price that is no higher than the initial offering price to the 
public, if that occurs prior to the close of the fifth (5th) business day 
after the sale date 


c. The City acknowledges that, in making the representation set forth 
above, the winning bidder will rely on (i) the agreement of each 
underwriter to comply with the hold-the-offering-price rule, as set 
forth in an agreement among underwriters and the related pricing 
wires, (ji) in the event a selling group has been created in 
connection with the initial sale of the Bonds to the public, the 
agreement of each dealer who is a member of the selling group to 
comply with the hold-the-offering-price rule, as set forth in a selling 
group agreement and the related pricing wires, and (iii) in the event 
that an underwriter is a party to a retail distribution agreement that 
was employed in connection with the initial sale of the Bonds to the 
public, the agreement of each broker-dealer that is a party to such 
agreement to comply with the hold-the-offering-price rule, as set 
forth in the retail distribution agreement and the related pricing 
wires. The City further acknowledges that each underwriter shall 
be solely liable for its failure to comply with its agreement regarding 
the hold-the-offering-price rule and that no underwriter shall be 
liable for the failure of any other underwriter, or of any dealer who 
is a member of a selling group, or of any broker-dealer that is a 
party to a retail distribution agreement to comply with its 
corresponding agreement regarding the hold-the-offering-price rule 
as applicable to the Bonds 


By submitting a bid, each bidder confirms that: 


a. any agreement among underwriters, any selling group agreement 
and each retail distribution agreement (to which the bidder is a 
party) relating to the initial sale of the Bonds to the public, together 
with the related pricing wires, contains or will contain language 
obligating each underwriter, each dealer who is a member of the 
selling group, and each broker-dealer that is a party to such retail 
distribution agreement, as applicable, to (i) report the prices at 
which it sells to the public the unsold Bonds of each maturity 
allotted to it until it is notified by the winning bidder that either the 
10% Test has been satisfied as to the Bonds of that maturity or all 
Bonds of that maturity have been sold to the public and (ii) comply 
with the hold-the-offering-price rule, if applicable, in each case if 
and for so long as directed by the winning bidder and as set forth 
in the related pricing wires; and 


b. any agreement among underwriters relating to the initial sale of the 
Bonds to the public, together with the related pricing wires, contains

Except to the extent necessary to issue its approving 
opinion as to the validity of the Bonds, Miller, Canfield, Paddock and 
Stone, P.L.C. has not been requested to examine or review and has not 
examined or reviewed any financial documents, statements or materials 
that have been or may be furnished in connection with the authorization, 
issuance or marketing of the Bonds, and accordingly will not express 
any opinion with respect to the accuracy or completeness of any such 
financial documents, statements or materials. 


DELIVERY OF BONDS: The City will furnish executed Bonds to be 
delivered at its expense to an authorized agent of DTC or such other 
place to be agreed upon.

Section 1. That Chapter 888 of the Code of Ordinances of the City 
of Lansing, Michigan be amended to read as follows 


888.26. - Rental properties located at 517 North Walnut. 
(a) 


Purpose. It is acknowledged that it is a proper public purpose of the 
State of Michigan and its political subdivisions, including the City of 
Lansing, to provide housing for citizens of low income and to encourage 
the development of such housing by providing for a service charge in 
lieu of property taxes in accordance with the State Housing 
Development Authority Act of 1966 (Act No. 346 of the Public Acts of 
1966, as amended). The City is authorized by this act to establish or 
change the service charge to be paid in lieu of taxes by any or all classes 
of housing exempt from taxation under this act at any amount it chooses 
not to exceed the taxes that would be paid but for this act. It is further 
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acknowledged that housing for persons of low income is a public 
necessity, and as the City will be benefitted and improved by such 
housing, the encouragement of the same by providing certain real estate 
tax exemption for such housing is a valid public purpose; further, that 
the continuation of the provisions of this ordinance section for tax 
exemption and the service charge in lieu of taxes during the period 
contemplated in this section are essential to the determination of 
economic feasibility of the housing development project which is to be 
rehabilitated and financed in reliance on such tax exemption and service 
charge. 


The City acknowledges that the sponsor, as defined in this section of the 
ordinance, is a Michigan Non-profit Corporation and has offered, subject 
to receipt of an allocation under the Low Income Housing Tax Credit 
(LIHTC) Program and a mortgage loan, to rehabilitate, own, and operate 
rental properties identified as the housing development project located 
in the City to serve persons of low income, and that the sponsor has 
offered to pay the City on account of this housing development an 
annual service charge for public service in lieu of taxes 


(b) Definitions. 


(1) "Act" means the State Housing Development Authority Act, being 
Michigan Public Act 346 of 1966, as amended; MCL Section 125.1401, 
et seq 


(2) "Annual shelter rent" means the total collections during an agreed 
annual period from all occupants of a housing development representing 
rent or occupancy charges, exclusive of charges for gas, electricity, 
heat, or other utilities furnished to the occupants. 


(3) "Authority" means the Michigan State Housing Development 
Authority; MCL Section 125.1401, et seq 


(4) "City" means the City of Lansing, a Michigan Municipal Corporation 


(5) “Commencement of construction" means the commencement of the 
rehabilitation of the existing facilities located in Lansing at 517 North 
Walnut. 


(6) "Housing development" means a development which contains a 
significant element of housing for persons of low income and such 
elements of other housing, commercial, recreational, industrial, 
communal, and educational facilities as the authority determines 
improve the quality of the development as it relates to housing for 
persons of low income 


(7) "Housing development project" means the rehabilitation of rental 
properties located within Lansing at 517 North Walnut (parcel ID #33- 
01-01-16-108-161), 


(8) "Low income persons or families" means low income persons or 
families as defined in Section 15(a)(7) of the act 


(9) "Mortgage loan" means a federally-aided or authority-aided 
mortgage or advance from the authority, as defined in the act, to the 
sponsor for the construction and/or permanent financing of the housing 
development 


(10) "Sponsor" means person(s) or entities which have applied to the 
authority for a mortgage loan or for an allocation under the low income 
housing tax credit program to finance the project. The sponsor under 
this section of the ordinance is the Greater Lansing Housing Coalition, 
a Michigan Nonprofit Corporation WALNUT FERRIS LDHA LP, OR ITS 
SUCCESSORS OR ASSIGNS WHICH CONTINUE TO MEET ALL 
REQUIREMENTS HEREIN 


(11) "Utilities" means fuel, water, sanitary sewer service and/or electrical 
service which are paid by the housing development. 


All terms referencing the act but not defined in this section shall have 
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the meanings given them in the act 


(c) Class of Housing Development. It is determined that the class of 
housing developments to which the tax exemption shall apply and for 
which a service charge shall be paid in lieu of such taxes shall be 
housing developments which are financed or assisted pursuant to the 
act. It is further determined that the housing development project is of 
this class 


(d) Establishment of Annual Service Charge in Lieu of Property Taxes. 


(1) Subject to the conditions precedent in this section, the housing 
development project and the property on which it is situated shall be 
exempt from all property taxes for not more A PERIOD ESTABLISHED 
IN SECTION (H) HEREINthan 30 years from and after the 
commencement of construction. The City acknowledges that the 
sponsor and the authority have established the economic feasibility of 
the housing development project in reliance upon the enactment and 
continuing effect of this section and the qualification of the housing 
development project for the exemption from all property taxes and a 
payment in lieu of taxes as established in this section, and in 
consideration of the sponsor's offer, subject to receipt of a mortgage 
loan and an allocation under the LIHTC program, to rehabilitate, own 
and operate the housing development project. The City agrees to accept 
payment of an annual service charge for public services in lieu of all 
property taxes, provided the sponsor furnishes the City with proof of its 
annual certification pursuant to the requirements of the act and at the 
request of the City, proof that the sponsor has received and is 
maintaining its allocation of low income housing credits by the authority 
and that the housing development project units have not increased,

(2) In addition to the annual certification requirement in paragraph (1) of 
this subsection, the tax exemption shall commence when the sponsor 
complies with Section 15a of the act, which provides: the owner of a 
housing project eligible for the exemption shall file with the local 
assessing officer a notification of the exemption, which shall be in an 
affidavit form as provided by the authority. The completed affidavit form 
first shall be submitted to the authority for certification by the authority 
that the project is eligible for the exemption. The owner then shall file the 
certified notification of the exemption with the local assessing officer 
before November 1 of the year preceding the tax year in which the 
exemption is to begin 


(3) The annual service charge shall be equal to four percent of the 
difference between the annual shelter rents actually collected and 
utilities 


(e) Limitation on the Payment of the Annual Service Charge 
Notwithstanding subsection (d), the service charge to be paid each year 
in lieu of taxes for the part of the housing development project that is tax 
exempt and occupied by other than low income persons or families shall 
be equal tothe full amount of the taxes that would otherwise be due and 
payable on that portion of the housing development project if the project

(f) Payment of Service Charge. The service charge in lieu of taxes as 
determined under this section shall be payable in the same manner as 
general property taxes are payable to the City, except that the annual 
Payment shall be paid on or before July 1 of the year following the year

(g) Contractual Effect of this Section. Notwithstanding the provisions of

It is further acknowledged that 
housing for persons of low income is a public necessity, and as the City 
will be benefitted and improved by such housing, the encouragement of 
the same by providing certain real estate tax exemption for such housing 
is a valid pub''c purpose; further, that the continuation of the provisions 
of this ordinance section for tax exemption and the service charge in lieu 
of taxes during the period contemplated in this section are essential to 
the determination of economic feasibility of the housing development 
project which is to be constructed or rehabilitated and financed in 
reliance on such tax exemption and service charge. 


The City acknowledges that the sponsor, as defined in this section of the 
ordinance, is a Michigan non-profit corporation and has offered, subject 
to receipt of an allocation under the Low Income Housing Tax Credit 
(LIHTC) program and a mortgage loan, to rehabilitate, own, and operate 
a housing development, identified as "516 W. Saginaw Rehabilitation 
Project”, on certain property located in the City to serve persons of low 
income, and that the sponsor has offered to pay the City on account of 
this housing development an annual service charge for public service in 
lieu of taxes. 


(b) Definitions. 


(1) "Act" means the State Housing Development Authority Act, being 
Michigan Public Act 346 of 1966, as amended; MCL 125.1401 et seq 


(2) "Annual shelter rent" means the total collections during an agreed 
annual period from all occupants of a housing development representing 
rent or occupancy charges, exclusive of charges for gas, electricity, 
heat, or other utilities furnished to the occupants. 


(3) "Authority" means the Michigan State Housing Development 
Authority; MCL 125.1401 et seq 


(4) "City" means the City of Lansing, a Michigan Municipal Corporation 


() "Commencement of construction" means the commencement of the 
rehabilitation of the existing facilities known as 516 W. Saginaw 
Apartments. 


(6) "Housing development" means a development which contains a 
significant element of housing for persons of low income and such 
elements of other housing, commercial, recreational, industrial, 
communal, and educational facilities as the authority determines 
improve the quality of the development as it relates to housing for 
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persons of low income 


(7) "Low income persons or families" means low income persons or 
families as defined in Section 15(a)(7) of the Act. 


(8) "Mortgage loan" means a federally-aided or authority-aided 
mortgage or advance from the authority, as defined in the Act, to the 
sponsor for the construction and/or permanent financing of the housing 
development 


(9) "516 W. Saginaw Rehabilitation Project" and "the project" and "the 
housing development project" mean the rehabilitation of the facilities at 
516 W. Saginaw Street, Lansing, consisting of approximately 23 
residential apartment units. This includes the property described in the 
following tax parcel identification number: 3301-09-363-051-6 33-01-01- 
09-363-051. IN THE EVENT OF A LOT COMBINATION WITH LOT 33- 
01-01-09-363-041 THE RESULTANT LOT WILL BE SUBJECT TO THIS 
ORDINANCE 


(10) "Sponsor" means person(s) or entities which have applied to the 
authority for a mortgage loan or for an allocation under the low income 
housing tax credit program to finance the project. The sponsor under 
this section of the ordinance is the Michigan Non-Proft Real Estate 
Development Corporation, doing business as Ferris Development, a 
Michigan nonprofit corporation WALNUT FERRIS LDHA LP, OR ITS 
SUCCESSORS OR ASSIGNS WHICH CONTINUE TO MEET ALL 
REQUIREMENTS HEREIN 


(11) "Utilities" mean fuel, water, sanitary sewer service and/or electrical 
service which are paid by the housing development. 


All terms referencing the Act but not defined in this section shall have 
the meanings given them in the Act 


(c) Class of Housing Development. It is determined that the class of 
housing developments to which the tax exemption shall apply and for 
which a service charge shall be paid in lieu of such taxes shall be 
housing developments which are financed or assisted pursuant to the 
Act. It is further determined that 516 W. Saginaw Apartments 
Rehabilitation Project is of this class 


(d) Establishment of Annual Service Charge in Lieu of Property Taxes. 


(1) Subject to the conditions precedent in this section, the housing 
development project known as the 516 W. Saginaw Apartments 
Rehabilitation Project and the property on which it is situated shall be 
exempt from all property taxes for not more than A PERIOD 
ESTABLISHED IN SECTION (H) HEREIN3O years from and after the 
commencement of construction. The City acknowledges that the 
sponsor and the authority have established the economic feasibility of 
the housing development project in reliance upon the enactment and 
continuing effect of this section and the qualification of the housing 
development project for the exemption from all property taxes and a 
payment in lieu of taxes as established in this section, and in 
consideration of the sponsor's offer, subject to receipt of a mortgage 
loan and an allocation under the LIHTC program, to rehabilitate, own 
and operate the 516 W. Saginaw Street Apartments Rehabilitation 
Project, the City agrees to accept payment of an annual service charge 
for public services in lieu of all property taxes, provided the sponsor 
furnishes the City with proof of its annual certification pursuant to the 
requirements of the Act and or at the request of the City, proof that the 
sporisor has received and is maintaining its allocation of low income 
housing credits by the authority and that the housing development 
project units have not increased, decreased or been altered in any form, 
unless the City has otherwise amended the provisions of this section 


(2) In addition to the annual certification requirement in paragraph (1) of 
this subsection, the tax exemption shall commence when the sponsor 
complies with Section 15a of the Act, which provides: the owner of a 
housing project eligible for the exemption shall file with the local 
assessing officer a notification of the exemption, which shall be in an 
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affidavit form as provided by the authority. The completed affidavit form 
first shall be submitted to the authority for certification by the authority 
that the project is eligible for the exemption. The owner then shall file the 
certified notification of the exemption with the local assessing officer 
before November 1 of the year preceding the tax year in which the 
exemption is to begin 


(3) The annual service charge shall be equal to four percent (4%) of the 
difference between the annual shelter rents actually collected and 
utilities 


(e) Limitation on the Payment of the Annual Service Charge 
Notwithstanding subsection (d), the service charge to be paid each year 
in lieu of taxes for the part of the housing development project which is 
tax exempt and which is occupied by other than low income persons or 
families shall be equal to the full amount of the taxes that would 
otherwise be due and payable on that portion of the housing 
development project if the project were not tax exempt. 


(f) Payment of Service Charge. The service charge in lieu of taxes as 
determined under this section shall be payable in the same manner as 
general property taxes are payable to the City except that the annual 
Payment shall be made on or before July 1 of the year following the year 
upon which such charge is calculated. Notwithstanding the foregoing, 
the service charges payable on or before July 1, 2006 through July 1, 
2010, shall be deferred and will be due on or before July 1, 2015. 


(g) Contractual Effect of this Section. Notwithstanding the provisions of 
Section 15(a)(5) of the Act to the contrary, a contract between the City 
and the sponsor, with the authority as third-party beneficiary under the 
contract, to provide tax exemption and accept payments in lieu of taxes, 
as previously described, is effectuated by enactment of this section 


(h) Duration; Commencement of Construction 


(1) The property tax exempt status of the housing development project 
approved by this section shall remain in effect and shall not terminate so 
long as the mortgage loan for the housing development project remains 
outstanding and unpaid, or for such period as the authority or other 
governmental entity has any interest in the property or the project is 
subject to income and rent restrictions under § 42 of the Internal 
Revenue Code, as amended; provided that the rehabilitation of the 
housing development project commences within one year from the 
effective date of this section, that the project is in part financed by low 
income housing tax credits from the authority and that the number of 
units and the purposes for the housing development project remain 
unchanged, subject to amendment in accordance with the law. If the 
rehabilitation of the housing development project does not commence 
within one year from the effective date of this section, this Section 
888.14 of the ordinance shall automatically expire, terminate and be of 
no effect. If the sponsor fails to obtain within one year of the effective 
date of this section low income housing tax credits from the authority or 
changes the scope or purpose of the housing development project 
without the consent of the people of the City, by and through its 
representatives, and in accordance with the requirements of the law, this 
section shall automatically expire, terminate and be of no effect

WHEREAS, Tony Benavides was first elected to represent the 3 Ward 
on the Lansing City Council in 1981, and served for 22 years. During 
that time, he was also elected by his colleagues to serve as Council 
President a half dozen times and sat on every Committee numerous 
times; and 


WHEREAS, Tony Benavides, as Council President in 2002, became 
Mayor when David Hollister stepped down to accept a position with the 
new governor. Later that year, Tony won the election to become the first 
Hispanic Mayor of Lansing; and 


WHEREAS, Tony has exceeded the high expectations set by his family 
with a strong work ethic, respect for others, and a true dedication to 
serve his family and community 


THEREFORE; LET IT BE RESOLVED that the Lansing City Council

WHEREAS, Act 320, Public Acts of Michigan, 1927, as amended, 
repealed and recodified by Part 43 of Act 451, Public Acts of Michigan, 
1994, as amended (“Act 451") enables a City to issue and sell bonds to 
finance construction of improvements required by a permit or order 
issued by the DEQ; and 


WHEREAS, the DEQ and the City have agreed to implement the Wet 
Weather Control Program State Revolving Fund Project Plan, as 
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amended (the “Wet Weather Control Program Project Plan"), in 
compliance with the Administrative Consent Order; and 


WHEREAS, the City desires to finance the Central 
Interceptor/Sycamore-Lindbergh Interceptor Rehabilitation Project 
Phase Il as further described in plans on file with the City (the 
“Improvements’), which Improvements are related to the Wet Weather 
Control Program Project Plan and which are required by the 
Administrative Consent Order; and 


WHEREAS, the City has been offered funding for the Improvements 
from the State Revolving Fund program (the "SRF Program"), which is 
a low-interest loan financing program administered by the Michigan 
Department of Treasury and the Michigan Finance Authority (the 
“Authority’); and 


WHEREAS, in order to obtain loans from the SRF Program, the City 
must issue bonds and, on February 13, 2019, pursuant to Section 5(a) 
of Act 279, Public Acts of Michigan, 1909, as amended, the City 
published in the Lansing City Pulse the “Official Notice to Electors and 
Taxpayers of the City of Lansing of Intent to Issue Bonds Secured by 
the Taxing Power of the City and Right of Referendum Thereon’ (the 
“Notice of Intent’), which described bonds to be issued in one or more 
series in an aggregate principal amount not-to-exceed $16,000,000 for 
the purpose of paying the costs of the Improvements; and 


WHEREAS, to finance the cost of making the Improvements the City 
Council deems it necessary to borrow the sum of not to exceed 
$16,000,000 and to issue its Wet Weather Control Program Limited Tax 
General Obligation Bond, Series 2019 therefore pursuant to the 
provisions of Act 451 (the "Bond’); and 


WHEREAS, the City Council determines that it is necessary to authorize 
the Director of Finance (an “Authorized Officer’) to complete sale and 
delivery of the Bond as described in the Notice of Intent and within the 
limitations contained in this Resolution 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT HEREBY RESOLVED as follows: 


1. NECESSITY, It is necessary for the public health, safety and 
welfare of the City fo make the Improvements pursuant to the City's Wet 
Weather Control Program Project Plan and issue the Bond pursuant to 
Act 451 to finance construction of the Improvements. 


2. ESTIMATED COST - PERIOD OF USEFULNESS. The total 
cost of the Improvements, including the payment of engineer's fees, 
legal and financial expenses and other expenses incident to the 
financing of the Improvements, which is estimated to be approximately 
$16,000,000 is hereby approved and confirmed, and the estimated 
period of usefulness of the Improvements is determined to be in excess 
of thirty (30) years 


3. APPROVAL OF CONTRACT DOCUMENTS. The City hereby 
approves the Purchase Contract between the City and the Michigan 
Finance Authority (the “Authority’), the Supplemental Agreement by and 
among the City, the Authority and the State of Michigan acting through 
the Department of Environmental Quality, and the Issuer's Certificate 
(the “Contract Documents’) in such form as is approved by the 
Authorized Officer.

4. ISSUANCE OF BOND. To defray the cost of the

5. BOND TERMS. The Bond shall be issued as one fully 
registered manuscript bond, shall be sold and delivered to the Authority 
in any denomination. The Bond shall be dated the date of delivery tothe 
Authority, or such other date approved by the Authorized Officer, and 
shall be payable on the dates determined by the Authorized Officer at 
the time of sale, provided the final maturity shall be no later than thirty 
years after the date of issuance. The Bond shall bear interest at a rate 
not to exceed two percent (2.00%) per annum as determined by the 
Authorized Officer, payable semiannually on the dates determined by 
the Authorized Officer at the time of sale. Notwithstanding the above, 
the final amount of any maturity and the terms of the Bond shall be as 
provided in the Contract Documents and will be finally determined by the 
Authorized Officer. 


6. PAYMENT OF PRINCIPAL AND INTEREST. Both principal of 
and interest on the Bond shall be payable in lawful money of the United 
States of America to the person appearing on the Bond registration 
books as the registered owner thereof.

Bond. If any Bond issued under this Resolution shall be lost, destroyed 
or stolen, evidence of the loss, destruction or theft may be submitted to

BE IT FINALLY RESOLVED, that the following policies are hereby 
established for the 2019/2020 fiscal year: 
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EY 2019/2020 Budget Policies 
In accordance with the State Uniform Budget and Accounting Act (Public 


Act 2 of 1968), the City of Lansing’s annual appropriations, as set forth 
in the annual budget resolution, shall be made in accordance with 
Generally Accepted Accounting Principles (GAAP) and shall apply to all 
funds except internal service funds, debt service funds, permanent 
funds, and trust and agency funds 


The City’s fiscal year is July 1 through June 30. In accordance with the 
City Charter, on or before the fourth Monday in March, the Mayor 
submits to the City Council a proposed operating budget for the fiscal 
year commencing the following July 1. No later than the third Monday in 
May, the Council adopts the budget and sets the property tax rates for 
the ensuing fiscal year. 


Appropriations are set forth in the annual budget resolution. Authority to 
transfer between appropriations is dictated by City Charter; however, 
additional administrative budget transfer authority is granted for the 
following instances. The Administration is requested tosubmit to Council 
quarterly reports of such transfers 


Wastewater Funds - the transfer residual State Revolving Fund 
(SRF) loan and/or bond proceeds between projects and project 
segments 


Flood Control - the transfer of funds for flood control and/or storm 
sewer purposes to address flooding or unanticipated storm sewer 
maintenance needs. 


Major and Local Street (Act 51) Funding - Transfer authority is not 
limited by departmental allocation, and administrative authority is 
included for appropriation of MDOT special authorization funding 


Parking System — the transfer of capital project accounts from 
operating accounts is permitted to meet bid or unforeseen capital 
needs 


Debt Service Funds — the transfer of residual balances between 
general obligation bond debt service accounts 


Vacancy Factor/funded and unfilled Positions - The budget includes an 
attrition vacancy allowance of $700,000. The Administration is 


requested to provide Council on July 1, 2019 and on a quarterly basis, 
thereafter, a list of vacant positions by department. The Administration 
is also requested to provide, on a quarterly basis, a detailed list by 
Department of all positions by title, FTE, wages and fringes, and impact 
on programs and/or services which are included within this allowance 
The personnel wages and fringes associated with all positions identified 
above as of July 1, 2019 and any such position vacated, thereafter, shall 
be placed in a budget control account, and will require City Council 
approval for expenditure 


In addition, administrative authority is granted for the transfer of wage 
and fringe benefit reserves to departmental budgets upon settlement of 
a collective bargaining agreement 


Carrforwards 


Authority is granted to reappropriate available capital project balances 
as of June 30, 2019 into the FY 2020 budget. All non-capital balances 
require City Council approval to carryforward, except for encumbered 
(purchase order) obligations less than $5,000 and not more than 8 
months old, 
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* Human Services and Community Supported Agencies Fundin: 
The plan for funding Agencies submitted to Council designate 
particular Agencies. If any agency does not apply for or use their 
funding, all funds will remain in their respective account(s) for 
additional appropriation and approval by Council for Human 
Services and Community Supported Agencies use pursuant to the 
Charter transfer authority. The Administration/Human Relations 
Community Services Department is requested to submit to Council 
a quarterly report on the status of the Human Services and 
Community Supported Agencies’ funding. This report should include 
the accounting level detail appropriation; amount spent, balance, 
and a notation as to whether the balance of funds is expected to be 
spent by the end of the Fiscal Year; if not, why 


General Fund Reserve Policy 
The City’s General Fund reserves consist of the General Fund fund 


balance and the Budget Stabilization Fund. Use of and contributions to 
the Budget Stabilization Fund are dictated by Ordinance section 218.05. 


The targeted unrestricted balance for the combination of the General 
Fund fund balance and the Budget Stabilization Fund is a minimum of 
12% of General Fund expenditures and a maximum of 15% of General 
Fund expenditures. If events necessitate that the combined balances 
drop below 12% of General Fund expenditures, annual appropriations 
of a minimum of $500,000 will be made until the 12% target is reached 
In the event that combined reserves are projected to exceed 15% of 
General Fund revenues, the excess amount will be used to supplement 
pension and/or retiree healthcare prefunding 


Debt Management 
Appropriations are made to adequately fund annual debt service 


obligations. Adherence will be made to required debt service reserves, 
where applicable, as well as to the provision of annual disclosures as 
required by outstanding bond obligations 


Investment Policy 
Management of cash investments is governed by the City’s investment 


policy and in accordance to State statute, with the objective being the 
maximization of return on the City's governmental funds through pooling 
of funds where appropriate and permitted, monitoring of interest rates 
and fee structures. Investments of the Employee Retirement System, 
the Police and Fire Retirement System, and the VEBA, are governed 
those respective boards and dictated by their respective investment 
policies. 


Strate gic Planning and Budget Development 
in working toward the goal of the incorporation of strategic planning into 


the budget process, this next year, Administration is encouraged to work 
towards developing a multi-year budgeting process. This process should 
align the City’s master plan, strategic goals, and performance metrics to 
short-term and long-term budget priority-setting by Council in 
accordance with Financial Health Team recommendations 


Civil Actions, Claims, and Damages 
Whenever a claim is made or any civil action is commenced against the 


Mayor, a City Council member, a non-bargaining unit employee, or a 
Lansing retirement board trustee (collectively in this provision ‘the 
Employee’) for damages caused by an act or acts of the Employee 
within the scope of his or her authority and while in the course of his or 
her employment with the City or his or her duties on behalf of the 
retirement board, the City will pay for, engage, or furnish the services of 
an attorney to advise the Employee as to the claim and to appear for 
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and represent the Employees in the action. If the City Attorney does not 
provide the attorney services, the attorney selection shall be made by 
the City Attorney in the manner the City Charter requires. The City may 
compromise, settle, and pay a claim before or after the commencement 
of any civil action. Whenever any judgment for damages caused by the 
act or acts of the Employee covered under this provision is awarded 
against the Employee as the result of a civil action, the City will indemnity 
the Employee or will pay, settle, or compromise the judgment. The City’s 
obligations under this provision, however, is contingent upon the 
Employee giving prompt notice of the commencement of the action and 
upon the Employee cooperating in the preparation, defense, and 
settlement of the action. The term “scope of authority’ under this 
provision does not include any act or acts of Employee (i) fraud, (ii) 
dishonesty, (iii) willful, intentional, or deliberate violation of the law or 
breach of fiduciary duty, (iv) criminal act, or (V) traffic violation; nor does 
this provision abrogate or diminish governmental immunity. 


Grants 
in order to receive timely Council consideration of the approval of any 
grant award, every application for any grant requiring legislative 
approval shall be submitted to Council, and, upon notification of the 
award of such a grant, the acceptance shall be submitted to Council 
Once accepted administrative authority is granted to create necessary 
accounts and transfers in accordance with the requirements of the 
grantor. Any grant that can be applied for administratively should be 
submitted for Council review within 10 days of the application 


Transparency and Accountability in Government 
Council will review, and when necessary, pass policies, procedures and 
ordinances to achieve improved transparency and accountability with 
respect to economic incentives, outsourcing of service and contracting 
within City government. 


Non-Motorized Vehicle Safety 
Public Service is encouraged to develop a strategy and program to 


protect bike lanes at busy intersections to increase rider safety and 
educate motorists on proper interaction with bike lanes at intersections. 
If possible, the barriers should be removable to facilitate street sweeping 
and snow plowing 


Environmental Stewardship 
The City of Lansing is concerned about its environment and strives to 


be a good steward of such. The City recognizes the importance of 
sustainability as determined in its commitment to the goals in the Paris 
Agreement. The City will recognize a proactive approach and work to 
use $175,300 of non-general fund dollars to reduce the City’s net 
emissions output, increase its energy efficiency and improve its 
wastewater treatment and waste management programs. 


Lansing Home Ownership Program for Employees (L-Hope, 
[-Hope shall cover these groups, all full time and part fime year round 
employees, whose bargaining units have agreed to participate in the 
program, and the following non-bargaining employee groups: Executive 
Management Group, Non-Bargaining Group, Mayoral Staff, District 
Court employees, and the City Council Staff employees, and shall 
continue as funded. 


Chief Strategy Officer 
The Lansing City Council is establishing a Chief Strategy Officer. City 


Council will work with the Administration, Financial Health Team and 
Unions to establish an ordinance and/or contract outlining expectation 
and reporting.

Unless otherwise provided by law, any person who violates any 
provision of this Chapter or a provision of any license issued under this 
Chapter is responsible for a municipal civil infraction and subject to a 
fine not exceeding $500.00, plus costs of prosecution for each violation, 
EXCEPT ANY PERSON WHO VIOLATES SUBSECTION 1615.02(8) 
SHALL BE SUBJECT TO A FINE OF $1,000, FOR EACH VIOLATION, 
AND FROM THE FINE COLLECTED, $500.00 SHALL BE REMITTED

WHEREAS, Brett Kaschinske, Parks and Recreation Director, proposes 
that the City acquire a parcel, currently owned by the Lansing Boat Club, 
for parks purposes; and

WHEREAS, the Design Lansing Comprehensive Plan depicts this

WHEREAS, on November 18, 2015, the Parks Board voted to move 
ahead with the proposed acquisition; and 


WHEREAS, at its meeting on January 5, 2016, the Planning Board 
reviewed this proposed acquisition in accordance with its Act 33 Review 
procedures and found that 

* the area would retain the same rural character, with some 
future park-like improvements anticipated in the future, 

* the grant-funded acquisition of this property would require its 
dedicaiion as parkland, and would preclude its use for private 
development, 

«with riverfront access and Woldemar Nature Center located 
across the river to the souihwest, the site offers substantial 
potential for travel between parks as well as nature tourism, 

* the acquisition proposal is in conformance with the Design

WHEREAS, the Ingham County Agricultural Society was organized in 
1854, and on July 29, 2019 they will celebrate their 165 year with the 
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2019 Ingham County Fair. With the first fair being held in 1855 at the 
Court House Square with a 10 cent admission, George Washington 
Peck provided the initial address to the start of the fair; and 


WHEREAS, on May 13, 1856 four (4) acres of land for the first fair 
grounds was purchased in Vevay Township and would be used until 
1871. Then in 1871 eighteen (18) acres was purchased in the Southeast 
comer of Vevay Township in the Corporate Limits of Mason, near 
Jefferson Street and Kipp Road. Prior to moving to the new location, in 
1859 the estimated attendance was 8,000; and 


WHEREAS, in 1875 improvements were made to the grounds adding a 
floral hall and fitting the half-mile track with sheds and stands. A year 
later in 1876 the Fair was listed to have 2,242 entries in exhibits. The 
exhibits have always including field crop judging, Spanish Merino and 
French breeds of sheep, horses, hogs, poultry, fruits and vegetables 
(dried, canned and fresh); and 


WHEREAS, the Ingham County Agricultural Society adopted in 1868 
their Constitution and later in 1870 their Articles of Association making 
them a legal body, and in 1934 the first Fair Board Directors was 
created; and 


WHEREAS, the Ingham County Fair has and will continue to provide 
classes, exhibits, and displays and even after the property was acquired 
by L. C. Webb and used for the race track and bars, free street fairs 
were then being held in Mason beginning in 1898 into the early 1900's 
and during that time the Farmer's Club promoted agricultural exhibits at 
home due to the lack of a regular County Fair. The Farmers Club later 
in 1926 sponsored a Community Fair; and

Section 1. That Chapter 606, Section 606.03, of the Codified 
Ordinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be andis, hereby amended 
to read as follows:

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(1) Such sign or advertisement is placed on the public right of 
way or public property no sooner than two days before the date the 
sale or auction is to occur. 

(2) The sign or advertisement is removed within one day after 
the conclusion of the sale or auction. Under no circumstances shall 
any such sign or advertisement be on a public right of way or public 
property for longer than four consecutive days. 

(3) The sign or advertisement has the name of the person or 
organization sponsoring or conducting the sale, and CONTACT 
INFORMATION FOR THE PERSON OR ORGANIZATION 
SPONSORING OR CONDUCTING THE SALE OR the address of 
the sale printed legibly upon it 


Ifa violation of this section has been committed and the individual 
committing the violation cannot be identified, the person designated on 
the sign or advertisement as being the sponsor of the event shall be 
deemed responsible for the violation. Where the name of a person is not 
designated or identified on the sign or advertisement but an address is 
designated on the sign or advertisement as being the sponsor of the 
event, the owner or legal occupant of the identified address shall be 
deemed responsible for the violation.

Not less than 20 days before the hearing, the governing 
body proposing to create the authority shall also mail notice of the 
hearing to the property taxpayers of record in the Proposed 
Development Area, to the governing body of each taxing jurisdiction 
levying taxes that would be subject to capture if the authority is 
established and a tax increment financing plan is approved, and to the 
state tax commission. Failure of a property taxpayer to receive the notice 
does not invalidate these proceedings. Notice of the hearing shall be 
posted in at least 20 conspicuous and public places in the Proposed 
Development Area not less than 20 days before the hearing. The notice 
shall state the date, time, and place of the hearing and shall describe 
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the boundaries of the Proposed Development Area. A citizen, taxpayer, 
or property owner of the municipality or an official from a taxing 
jurisdiction with millage that would be subject to capture has the right to 
be heard in regard to the establishment of the authority and the 
boundaries of the Proposed Development Area.

WHEREAS, discussions have occurred between the City of Lansing and 
the 54-A District Court over post-retirement healthcare benefits for 
District Court Judges; 


WHEREAS, an agreement has been reached between the Court and 
the City subject to City Council approval to eliminate Defined Benefit 
Retirement Healthcare for newly elected or appointed District Court 
Judges who were elected and were serving or appointed on or after July 
1, 2016; 


WHEREAS, this agreement further provides that District Court Judges 
elected or appointed on or after July 1, 2016 will be placed in the City’s 
Defined Contribution Retirement Healthcare Savings Account program; 


WHEREAS, the 54-A District Court Exempt Employees transitioned to a 
Defined Contribution Retirement Healthcare Savings Account Program 
on July 1, 2016 and traditionally the judges’ retirement healthcare 
benefits have mirrored those of the court's exempt employees as 
contained in the Exempt Employees Summary of Fringe Benefits, 
including the established commencement dates reflected therein; 
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WHEREAS, the Mayor has recommended that the agreement reached 
with the 54-ADistrict Court Judges to be adopted by the City Council and 
implemented by the City and that the Council 


NOW, THEREFORE, BEIT RESOLVED that the City Council hereby 
approves the City entering into the agreement with the 54-A Judicial 
district court to provide judges with a retirement healthcare benefit 
containing the following provisions: 


1. To control the City’s outstanding post-employment healthcare 
obligation, newly elected or appointed Judges in District Court 
54-A who were elected and serving or appointed on or after 
July 1, 2016 will not be provided with Defined Benefit retiree 
healthcare or any post-retirement healthcare benefits except 
for a healthcare savings plan benefit: 


2. Judges who were elected and serving or appointed on or after 
July 1, 2016, will be placed into the City's Defined Contribution 
Retirement Healthcare Savings program with City contribution 
equal to 4% of each judge's base salary retroactive to July 1, 
2016 or the date they were elected and serving or appointed, 
whichever is later and with immediate vesting. The City will 
contribute 4% of base salary into these accounts. The 
accounts will be established to allow for portability in 
accordance with plan provisions and IRS regulations 


3. However, any sitting District Judge who was elected and 
serving or appointed on or before January 1, 2002 will not 
participate in the healthcare savings program but instead will 
receive and patticipate in the City’s retirement healthcare 
programs.

REPORTS FROM COUNCIL COMMITTEES 
2019 INTERGOVERNMENTAL RELATIONS COMMITTEE REPORT 


The 2019 Intergovernmental Relations Committee's (“Committee’) 
primary focus was the development of a Climate Action Plan (“CAP’) for 
the City of Lansing. Each Committee meeting held discussion regarding 
a CAP. Community members who attended the meetings shared ideas 
and general support for a CAP. 


The Committee's initial plans were ambitious. Eventually, the Committee 
limited the CAPs scope to, buildings and operations controlled by the 
City of Lansing. The Committee reviewed language from other 
jurisdictions CAPs to compare its provisions, scope and limitations with 
Committee ideas 


The Committee wanted a strong and effective CAP and realized that 
data was needed to be collected and analyzed as a prerequisite and to 
form a baseline. The Committee passed a Resolution to use City funds 
to contract with Commons Logic, LLC to collect and analyze City data, 
draft a CAP, and include recommendations for its implementation 


The Committee became aware that Commons Logic, LLC progress was 
impeded by the lack of data and information that she needed relating to 
City Departments and operations. The Committee was also informed 
that a fester data transfer would have helped Commons Logic, LLC 
complete their reporting in a timely fashion and within the original 
timeline. For these reasons, the Committee approved Commons Logic, 
LLC extension in the contract length 
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The Committee became aware that it would not reach its goal to develop 
a CAP in 2019 because Commons Logie, LLC was mostly unable to get 
the information that was requested to complete the work. The 
Committee approveda second request for an extension, The Committee 
leamed that Commons Logic, LLC recommended a Sustainability 
Manager position be created in the City of Lansing independent from the 
adoption of a CAP. The Committee also strongly recommends that the 
City of Lansing hire a full time Sustainability Manager to assist the City 
in its goals to be more energy efficient, lower its carbon emissions and 
create/implement an effective CAP

IDENTIFICATION NUMBER, AND CURRENT LICENSE

5. AN EXPLANATION BY THE APPLICANT OF THE NEED TO 
PARK ON A RESIDENTIAL STREET WITHIN THE CITY OF 
LANSING BETWEEN THE HOURS OF 2AM. AND 5AM 

SUPPORTING SUPPLEMENTAL DOCUMENTATION INCLUDES, 
BUT IS NOT LIMITED TO: 

1. AN EXECUTED LEASE OR OTHER REASONABLE PROOF 
EVIDENCING THAT THE PERMIT APPLICANT'S PRIMARY 
RESIDENCE DWELLING UNIT OR ADDRESS IS WITHIN 
THE CITY OF LANSING 

2. THE CURRENT, VALID REGISTRATION FOR THE MOTOR 
VEHICLE FOR WHICH THE PERMIT IS BEING APPLIED; 

a. IF THE APPLICANT FOR AN OVERNICHT STREET 

PARKING PERMIT IS THE OWNER OF THE VEHICLE 
SOUGHT TO BE REGISTERED AND HIS/HER 
PERMANENT RESIDENCE IS AT THE ADDRESS FOR 
WHICH THE PERMIT IS SOUGHT, THEN SAID 
VEHICLE SHALL BE REGISTERED AT THE

b. IF THE APPLICANT FOR AN OVERNIGHT STREET 

PARKING PERMIT HAS HIS/HER PERMANENT
